KUFRA CAPTURED, 


Rome, Jan. 26, 

It is officially stated that 
Italian troops have completed 
the occupation of Libya as the 
result of the capture of Kufra, 
after twenty-four days of 
fighting over oa twelvo-mile 
front.

Much anxiety is felt for the 
safety of the American airman, 
Mr. G: W. Brophy, of the LB. 
Gale Company, of whom nothing 
has been heard since he took- 
off for Canton from Foochow at 
a quarter pnst seven yesterday 
morning. He was expected to 
reach Canton at two o'clock 
yesterday afternoon but his 
non-arrival and Jack of any news 
concerning him leads to the con- 
clusion that he is cither in diff- 
culties somewhere along the 
const or has made a forced Jand- 
ing at an isolated spot and is 
awaiting more favourable wea- 
ther conditions. 


Mr. Brophy left Shanghal in a | | 


Waco Model "“F" open cockpit 
biplane on Friday, Intending to 
make a non-stop flight to Canton 
en route to Manila, as a test flight 
for the estatilishment of air lines. 
Owing to adverse weather he was

PARTIAL.AMNESTY 
IN INDIA. 


BRITISH PRESS LOOKS 
FOR RESULTS. 


: London, Jan. 26. 

The Government of India’s’ of- 
ficin} communique announcing the 
unconditional release of Mr. Gandhi 
and other Congresa leadera was 
insued lust night. The Vicoroy’s 
moasage stated that, in order to 
provide an opportunity for con- 
sideration of the stntement made 
by’ the Prime Minister on January 
19, the Government, in consultation 
with the local Governments, have 
thought it right that members of 
the Working Committee of tho All- 
Indin Congress should enjoy full 
liberty of discussion between them- 
solver, and with those who have 
acted as members of the committce 
since January 1, 1930. In accord- 
ance with this docision, and with 
aa object-and in order that there 
may be no legal bar to any meeting 
they may wish tg hold, any orders 
teclaring the Committee to be an 
unlawful association under the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act will 

withdrawn by all the local Gov- 
ernments. 

It is. added that this action has 
heen taken in

‘ion of such peaceable conditions as 
wonld enable the Government to 
miplement the undertaking given 
hy the Prime Minister, that if elvil 
quiet were prockhiimed nod asspre |, 
cae Government would not be back- 
ward in its response.

It is interest- 
ing to nole that according to the 
terms of the draft Convention, 
there is to be Hmitation of all 
eifectives, “both = professional 
officers and men and conscripts. 
If the Disarmament Conference 
fixes the limit in any country 
sufficiently low, then the number 
of conacriptionist troops will 
obviously have to be reduced, 
Selection of men for military 
service may be determined by lot, 
or restricted by a higher. medical 
‘standard, or by, more extensive 
exemptions for _fumily or in- 
dustrial reasons. It is well to 
note also that the proposed Hmitat 
tion extends to all military ser: 
vice, Including “refresher courses” 
ns well ag the first training with 
the colours. When the World 
Conference cbrhes to discuss the 
appropriate force In each country, 
no doubt the “potential of train- 
ed reserves. will have to be taken 
inte account juat as, on the otiler 
hand, the actual fighting value 
of long-service troops will have 
to be considered, 

There has been some criticium 
of the draft .Convention as to 
materiniI.

Doom of Jazz. 


The brilliant first-night of the 
Westminster Glee Singers and the 
remarkable public “response 8ug- 
gest thal Hongkong may one day 
live down its bad name in the 
musical world. No community 
which eun sit with genuine plea- 
sure through an entertainment 
copsisting largely of glees, mad- 
rigals, simple stories in sung bal- 
lad and broad: marching choruses, 
ean be reproached. with lack of 
musical appreciation.. If it was 
true of Hongkong in the past, it is 
doubtful if it is true now; thanks, 
perhaps, to the enthusiastic — or- 
gnnisation of the Musical Society. 
Locking around, it would appear 
that Hongkong’s reformation is 
part of a general revolt in the 
English-speaking world against 
jazz. Lovers of great and beau- 
tiful music were at one ‘time ap- 
prehensive lest, to put it in their 
own words, “jazz might oust 
‘music.” In the last lwo or three 
years, there have been suggestions 
that the end of jazz is in sight. 
Neither of these expectations has 
been fully realised, but to-day 
finds that supporters both of the 
wreat classics and of the sweet 
tunefulness of old ballad and song 
may take heart from the fact that 
there are indications that the 
music of their delight is receiving 
wider and wider approval and sup- 
port. The recent festival at Nor- 
wich was a wonderful illustration 
of thia “revival” sudiences at- 
tending from all over the country 
to listen engerly to oratorio or 
concerto. The B.B.C’s efforts to 
nequaint Uatencrs with the beau- 
ties of Beethoven, Wagner,. Elgar 
‘and other" masters are mecting 
with immense success. .It is dif.

Mr, Strellett said there had been 
considerable diftfeulty in’ tracing 
Mr. Lo'a client, and he was

Each member is to subseribe to 
the reserve funds according to the 
followin schedule :—$300 if 
capital below $60,000; $500 if 
capital below $100,000 but above 
$50,000; $600 if capital above

$500,000; $1,000 if cnpital above 
$500,000 but below $1,000,000; 
$2,000 If capital above $1,008,000 
but below $5,000,000; $3,000 If
